enam eled iron companies 
in

United States were bound together 
in combination. 
The license agree­ 
m ent allowed the manufacturers to 
use a patent dredger but only on 
condition that they abide by an at­ 
tached price list and would not sell 
to jobbers who bought 
from 
in­ 
dependents, were not to set! certain

revolver,

Unlike public 
service corporations th© newspapers 
the attorney said contain no 
ele­ 
ments which give the government a 
right to regulate their business ex­ 
cept in so far as the public moral® of 
public welfare is concerned. 
“ Absolute*!)’ no authority can he 
found for a contention that the pro­ 
visions complained of in this 
act 
were enacted for the public bene­ 
fit,” declared the attorneys. “ Neith­ 
er the government nor the public at 
large can be benefitted by the know­ 
ledge of the private business affairs 
and the financial condition of the 
ow ner of a newspaper.

Another chapter in the river trag-i 
edy at Beardstown reported last F r i - ' 
day morning appeared in the Chicago1 
Tribune yesterday when the state­ 
m ent was made that William More, 
the 
Chicagoan 
thought 
to 
have 
drowned, was murdered. 
The re­ 
port gives robbery <.s the 
motive J 
and that More a few hours prior to 
his death had with him 
on 
the 
launch, three river men, 
whom he J 
h a d picked up along the route, and * 
had befriended. 
The report as is 
published in the Tribune reads: 
j 
“ River ‘pirates’ on the Illinois riv­ 
er repaid the kindness of a young 
Chicago man with death. For $40— 
a fortune among the ‘beach combers’ 
— these modern pirates killed Wil­ 
liam F. Mote, on his gasoline launch 
threw’ the body overboard, and let 
the launch float down the river. 
“ The first report on Friday of the 
d eath of More, who lived at 33 S. 
Aberdeen street, stated that he was 
killed by floating over the dam near 
Beardstown, IU. 
“ F u rth e r information gathered by 
Dr. D. L. Hyde; a cousin, 3941 Irving 
Dark boulevard, and H arry Herd 
man with whom More lived, develop­ 
ed the fact that More was murder­ 
ed. 
About $40 he carried with him 
w'as missing when the body was tak­ 
en from the river at Beardstown 
Left on Trip l a s t Saturday. 
“ Dr. Hyde and Mr. Herdman are 
confident three occupants 
of 
the 
shanty boats on the river between 
Peoria and Beardstown killed More. 
Persons in Beardstown 
said 
they 
saw three men with More the night 
before when he anchored his craft 
for the night. 
The authorities 
at 
Beardstown are not investigating the 
case, according to Mr. Herdman. 
More left here last Tuesday with 
two boats of his own construction. 
He was a mechanic, and 
m ade 
a 
specialty of building marine machin­ 
ery. 
One of the boats was a gaso­ 
line launch propelled by an eight 
cylinder engine. 
“ Lashed to the rear of the launch 
was a freak hydroaeroplane 
which 
More aieo had constructed. 
It was 
driven by an air propeller. 
When 
traveling More had arranged 
his 
machinery so the water propeller of 
the launch and the air propeller 
of the hydroaeroplane operated 
at 
the sam e time, giving 
the 
craft 
g reater speed. 
The hydroaeroplane 
was called the “ Five I>ollar Bill.” It 
only drew- four inches of water, and 
practically was unsinkable. 
W as Skilled Navigator. 
“ More has made the 
fall 
trip 
dow’n the river for the last twelve 
years. 
He was thoroughly familiar 
with the river, the locks, dams, and 
other 
obstructions in the 
channel. 
For several years he was employed 
on ship® on the gulf of Mexico, the 
Atlantic, and the great lakes. 
He 
wa* a skilled navigator. 
With the $H) he expected to be 
able to live along the southern Mis­ 
sissippi until spring. 
He had done 
it many winters before. 
The first word his relatives and 
friends here had from him was a 
postcard, 
mailed to Mr. 
H erdm an 
from Peoria 
on 
last Wednesday. 
More stated that he was encounter­ 
ing no difficulties in m aking the 
trip down the river. 
A saloonkeeper 
at 
Beardstown 
told 
Mr.

with a companion, was in the saloon 
at 5:3*0 o ’clock Thursday morning. 
They

known to the saloonkeeper, accord­ 
ing to his statement to Mr. Herd­ 
man.

But the statements of the saloon­ 
keeper do not agree with those of 
the lock keeper eleven miles below 
Beardstown and a watch found on 
the fbody. 
The lockkeeper said he 
was awakened at about 5:*30 o'clock 
the same morning by cries of dis­ 
tress.

Many along the river said 
they had seen him with three men. 
Those men were of the low, Indig­ 
ent (beachcomber type, who 
infest 
the river Im ilks and live by thievery. 
{Nullities iii Row Over Boily. 
It is believed More invited the 
men aboard his bout while lie was 
anchored for the night ut Beards­ 
town. 
in some way they learned 
he had money. 
Then they killed 
him. 
Forty dollars is a fortune for 
the river pirates. 
The officials at 
Beardstown have made no arrests. 
The body was identified by a card 
which contained the name of More s 
cousin, Dr. Hyde. 
The chief of po­ 
lice telegraphed Dr. Hyde. who witli 
Mr. Herdman, then made the in­ 
vestigation. 
The coroners af Cass and Schuyler 
counties, on each side of the river, 
got into a row over the body, with 
tile result that neither made more 
than a cursory investigation.

county pays a fee to the coroner and 
undertakers for caring for the un­ 
known dead, and the quarrel de­ 
veloped over which county's official 
should have Hie body. William More,

Dr. 
Chandler transferred a part of the 
w est half of the west hr ii of

southeast of section 
20-15*10 
to 
Gov. Joseph Duncan, June 5, 1835. 
Dr. Chandler laid off his addition, 
from Church street to Diamond al­ 
ley, and from State street to Grove 
street. 
Gov. Duncan transferred lots 
50 and 51 to Ensley T. Cloudy, April 
18,1839. Upon lot fifty was a new, 
pretty little yellow' brick house. Mr. 
Cloudy was married July I, 1840, to 
Miss Catherine McMackin, and they 
entered the “ yellow cottage” on Julv 
3. 1840, making it their home until 
Ja n u a ry 5, 184 2, when they went to
